 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 18 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 19

 (c) A person may not stop, stand, or park a vehicle on a sidewalk. 3

 (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a vehicle that is stopped or 5 

parked on a two–way roadway shall be stopped or parked parallel to the right hand 6 

curb or edge of the roadway, with its right hand wheels within 12 inches of that curb 7 

or edge of the roadway. 8

  (1) STOP, STAND, OR PARK A VEHICLE ON A SIDEWALK; OR 14 

 

  (2) ON A TWO–WAY ROAD, STOP OR PARK A VEHICLE PARALLEL 15 

TO THE LEFT HAND CURB OR EDGE OF THE ROADWAY, WITH THE VEHICLE’S 16 

LEFT HAND WHEELS WITHIN 12 INCHES OF THAT CURB OR EDGE OF THE 17 

ROADWAY. 18 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 19
